READ THIS FIRST 

We have designed your telephone to conform to 
federal regulations and you can connect it to most 
telephone lines. However, each device you con- 
nect to the phone line draws power from it. This 
power draw is the device’s Ringer Equivalence 
Number, or REN. The REN is shown on the bot- 
tom of your phone. 

If you are using more than one phone or other 
device on the line, add up all the RENs. If the total 
is more than five (or three in rural areas) your 
phones might not ring. If ringer operation is 
impaired, remove a device from the line. 

If your phone causes problems on the phone line, 
the telephone company can disconnect your ser- 
vice. The phone company tries to notify you in 
advance. If advance notice is not practical, the 
telephone company notifies you as soon as pos- 
sible and advises you of your right to file a com- 
plaint with the FCC. 

The phone company can also make changes to 
its lines, equipment, operations, or procedures 
that could affect the phone’s operation. The 
phone company notifies you in advance, so you 
can take the necessary steps to prevent interrup- 
tion of your phone service.

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INSTALLING THE PHONE 


USING THE PHONE 


Press FLASH to produce a 
timed switchhook signal for 
special services such as 
call waiting. 

Note: If you do not sub- 
scribe to any special ser- 
vices, pressing FLASH 
might disconnect the call. 


To make a call, lift the phone 
and listen for a dial tone. Then 
dial the phone number. 

To answer a call, lift the phone 
when it rings and begin your 
conversation. 

To hang up, set the phone on a 
flat surface. The switchhook on 
the bottom of the phone auto- 
matically disconnects the call. 


Switch to TONE or PULSE to 
match the type of service you 
have. 

If you have pulse (rotary) ser- 
vice, you can press TONE dur- 
ing a call to switch to sending 
tone signals. 


Route the cord in the groove on the bettom ef 
the phone. 


Press and hold MUTE to 
carry on a conversation 
with someone in the roem 
without being everheard by 
the person on the phone. 
To resume your conversa- 
tion, release MUTE. 


Switch to ON or OFF to let the 
ringer to sound or not to sound. 
You can make calls with the 
ringer off, and you can receive 
calls if you hear another phone 
on the same line ringing.
